Public opinion 
will not tolerate maintaining them 
at the cost of those who toil. 

“The class of those who claim profits 
guaranteed by law, separating them 
from others by this privilege, may, 
indeed must, disappear.”

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FPEAL URGED 
OF FRE TOLLS 


By Trustees of Carnegie Peace 
Society — Treaty Violated 
and National Honor De- 


mands Repeal. 


Washington, March 16.—Declaring 
the United States ought to be the most 
scrupulous of all nations in the Keep- 
ing of its treaty obligations, “even to 
its own hurt,"’ the trustees of the Car- 
negzie endowment for international 
Peace tonight issued an appeal to the 
American people to bring about as an 
act of national honor the repeal of the 
act of congress which exempts Amerli- 
ran coastwise vessels from payment of 
Panama canal tolls. 

The appeal is in the form of a state- 
ment, and was issued over the signa- 
ture of the society's president, Senator 
Elihu Root, Joseph H. Choate, former 
ambassador to England; Luke &E. 


Wright, former secretary of war; Char- 
lemagne Tower, former ambassador to 
Germany; Nicholas Murray’ Butler, 
president of Columbia university, and 
other members of the board of trus- 
tees, 

The issuance of this statement is the 
latest work of the society, which was 
founded in 1910 by Andrew Carnegie 
when he endowed it with $10,000,000. 

History of Various Treaties. 

The brochure sets forth the history 
of the various treaties that have been 
negotiated by this country with Great 
Britain regarding the building and con- 
trol of the Panama canal, it is declared, 
quoting from the language of the sev- 
eral treaties between the two coun- 
tries, that it was the purpose of the 
American government to construct and 
maintain the Panama ‘canal for “the 
henefit of mankind, on equal terms to 
all,” and that all treaties on the sub- 
ject are “based on this intention and 
resolve many .times reiterated by offi- 
cial representatives of the American 
government.” 

Continuing, the brochure gives the 
history of the negotiating of the treaty, 
concluded on April 4, 1908, in which it 
is stipulated that in the event of “diffi- 
culties arising of a legal nature or re- 
lating to the interpretation of exist- 
ing treaties these: difficulties shall be 
referred to the permanent court of ar- 
bitration at The Hague,’ and declares 
that ‘in a special sense the United 
States is bound to observe faithfully 
and without question this treaty.” It 
declares that the republic ought to be 
“absolutely faithful to its word, even 
to its own hurt.” 

Greatest Interest of United States. 

In conclusion, the statement of the 
trustees says: 

“The greatest interest of the United 
States as a free nation is to represent 
worthily before the world the prin- 
ciples of civil and religious liberty and 
the public efficiency and = well-being 
Which those principles develop, and 
thereby to promote the adoption of 
these principles the world over. This 
is a great material as well as a great 
moral interest. In comparison with 
this large interest, the interest of the 
(‘nited States in its coastwise vessels 
sinks into insignificance. By securing 
the repeal of that part of the act of 
congress on the Panama carial whicn 
provided for the exemption of Ameri- 
can coastWwise vessels from the pay- 
ment of tolls, the American people 
would embrace a precious opportunity 
to prove that they understand their 
highest interest, and recognize their 
duty to promote it ‘for the benefit of 
mankind.’ ”

Wilson’s Attorney General Con- 
tinuing Work of the Taft 
Administration. 


Washington, March 16.—‘Trust” in- 
vestigations begun during the Taft ad- 
ministration are being continued with 
unabated energy by Attorney General 
McReynolds. New 
pected as/soon as the forces of the 
departmeft of justice can reach them. 

By diréction of the attorney general, 
the Standard O11 inquiry will be 
pressed to conclusion as rapidly as 
possible to determine whether the de- 
cree of dissolution has been violated. 
Grand juries probably will be called 
upon in some instances to develop the 
rea] situation. In sections of the coun- 
try where special agents of the depart- 
ment of justice are unable to ascertain 
the facts, grand juries, it is under- 
stood, will be summoned to probe to 
the bottom. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
proceedings will take the nature of in- 
dictments or a petition of’ contempt of 
court if it is finally concluded that the 
decree has been violated. The inquiry, 
nation-wide in scope, is declared to 
present many  diffculties requiring 
much time to solve. If it is foujd that 
there is an absence of competition 
through a community of interest, it 
would be futile, it is pointed out, to 
prosecute only corporations, because 
corporations cannot be imprisoned. The 
fSovernment, under such circumstances, 
it is added, must find the individuals 
responsible for any possible misdeeds 
of corporations, 

Other important trust investigations 
Which are being continued tinclude 
those of the American Can company, 
the American Smelting and Refining 
company, and the United Fruit com- 
pany. The new administration also 
faces the question whether to dismiss 
or continue the so-called coffee trust 
suit revolving about the Brazillan val- 
orization plan. In the diplomatic ne- 
gotiations for the settlement of the 
case, Brazil has promised detailed in- 
formation about the sale of 920,000 
bags of coffee stored in New York un- 
der the plan. Secretary of State Brvan 
and Attorney General McReynolds have 
not yet taken up the question.

[I remember thinking that 
he would have been nearer the truth if he 
had said that it was none other than him- 
self who first suggested Seward’s name as 
the opposition candidate for governor of 
New York. 

“Mr. Weed told me, furthermore, that he 
was strongly persuaded that the best way 
to get the various elements which made up 
the opposition to the democratic party into 
one well-disciplined organization was through 
the selection of a good name. 

“Tl can remember Mr. Weed's words 
exactly. He said:- ‘I thought if we 
find a short word that was a good

“JT was a long time occupied in consider- 
ing what would be a good name. .Suddenly 
one day I thought of the great achievements 
and the long control of power which were 
characteristic of the great whig party of 
England.

The word was short, and 
at that time carried a meaning to American 
citizens in view of the important politics 
then prevailing in England. 

“‘T was certain that I had hit upon the 
right name. Upon consultation with my 
friends I found that they all agreed with me. 
We determined to nominate Seward for 
governor of New York, the first nominee to 
be made by the new whig party. This party 
made up chiefly of two elements—-one 
itself the national republican party, 
which contained what was left of the old 
federalists, and the other was the anti- 
Masonic party. 

“The selection of this name was justi- 
fied, for, although Seward was beaten for 
governor by William Marcy, yet the excel- 
lent discipline and the finely perfected or- 
ganization which called itself the whig party, 
and which supported Seward, immediately 
stimulated a similar movement throughout 
the entire United States. That is the way

WAS QUEEN ELIZABETH 
A MAN? 


Sir Robert Tyrwhitt wrote a letter to 
Protector Somerset. 


Queen Elizabeth was one of the most 
interesting rulers who ever sat on the Eng- 
lish throne. And with the end of her reign 
came also the end of the House of Tudor. 
The one regret the iEinglish nation had was 
that their “Good Queen Bess” did not marry 
and thereby prevent the many political trou- 
bles they had to contend with on account 
of her leaving no issue. Had there been any 
descendants there would have been no dis- 
cussion of her claims of descendant. 

But Queen Elizabeth held a secret. What 
it was no one has ever been able to say, for 
she kept it religiously guarded. Was it that 
“Queen” Elizabeth was not a “queen” at all? 
Some writers have so argued, and have pro- 
duced evidence which they claim proves that 
Elizabeth was a man. When she was little 
Princess Elizabeth and only 15 years of age, 
the 
This was in 1549. In 
this letter he said: 

“I do verfly belleve that there hath been 
some secret promise between my lady, Mis- 
Ashley, and the Cofferer (Sir Thomas 
Parry) never to confess to death, and if it 
be so, it will never. be gotten of her, unless 
by the king’s majesty or else by your grace.” 

This is a rather mysterious paragraph, 
and has caused considerable controversy. 
This same secret is referred to by Frank A. 
Mumby, who in his “Girlhood of Queen Eliza- 


tress 


beth” wrote: 
“Elizabeth was as loyal to Parry as to 
Mrs. Ashley. She reinstated him after a 


year’s interval in his office as cofferer, and 
on her accession to the throne she appointed 
him controller of the royal household. She 
continued to confer preferment upon both 
Parry and his daughter to the end of their 
lives—'‘conduct,’ remarks Miss Strickland, 


‘which naturally induces suspicion that se- 
crets of great moment had been confided 
to him—secrets that probably : would have 


touched not only the maiden name of his 


royal mistress, but placed her life in jeopar- 


: 


dy. and that he had preservea these imviolate. 
The same may be supposed with respect to 
Mrs. Ashley, to whom Elizabeth clung with 
unshaken tenacity through every storm.’ ” 

There are many other evidences that 
Queen Elizabeth carried with her throughout 
her life a secret which she guarded with the 
utmost care, and this secret seems to have 
been known especially as to its real truth 
by Lady Ashley and Thomas Parry, for they 
were always treated with the freatest 
favor—probably through fear of the revela- 
tions they might make—and when she as- 
cended the throne she knighted Parry and 
made him treasurer of the household, and 
on Mrs. Ashley's death Elizabeth visited her 
in person and mourned her with great grief. 

Major Martin Hume, in his “Courtships 
of Queen Elizabeth,” Says that Lady Har- 
rington and Mrs. Ashley were the omly ladies 
about the queen who were absolutely in her 
confidence. 

In 1556 Giovanni Michiel wrote a letter 
to the Doge of Venice, tn which he said: 
“She (Elizabeth), I understand, havine 
plainly said that she will not marry, even 
were they to give her the king’s (Philip of 
Spain) son (Don Carlos), or find any other 
great prince, I again respectfully remind 
your serenity to enjoin secrecy about this.” 

At this time Elizabeth was Only 23 years 
of age. There is a letter in existence In 
which the queen also affirms that she will 
never marry, and an extract from this is 
contained in Mr. Mumby’s “Girlhood of Queen 
lizabeth,” which is given as a translation 
from Letu’s “La Vie d’Elizabeth.” It was 
written to Lord Admiral Seymour in 1548 
and apropos of his intentions regarding her 

Says: 
“It Sas also been sald that I have only 
refused you because I was thinking of some 
one elise. I, therefore, entreat you, my lord, 
to set your mind at rest on this subject, and 
to be persuaded by this declaration that up 
to this time I have not the slightest inten- 
tion of being married, and, that if ever | 
should think of tt (which I do not believe is 
possible) you should be the first to whom 
[ should make known my resolutions.” 

Now as to the secret. It is declared 
that when she was a child Elizabeth was 
Sent to Bisley for her health, but she died 
suddenly on the day that Henry VIII. an- 
nounced that he would be at Bisley to see 
his daughter. The child’s governess, know- 
ing the sort of temper of the king, in her 
despair, hid the body of the princess and sub- 
Stituted that of a boy, being unable to find 
a girl in the place of the same age and 
Size, so the Bisley boy was clothed in the 
dress of the dead child and Henry suspected 
nothing. 

As Elizabeth had been brought up in such 
fear of her father, and as Henry saw her 
at such rare intervals, in his hurried visit 
he had no time for baseless conjecture. Was 
then the substitute Bisley boy the “Good 
Queen Bess” of history instead of the real 
princess? At least Elizabeth had a secret 
which she ever guarded most zealously.

*As His custom was” 
“Good tidings to the poor” 
“The Sabbath was made for man” 


For a working man, Charles Stelzle says: 
“We do not want a man to tell us on Sunday that his 


heart is bleeding for us, and then on Monday refuse us 


living wages. 
“How can -we pray with him on Sunday when he 
preys upon us during the week?” 


Today working men and women of Atlanta are ask- 


ing: | 
“Will officials of Atlanta, paid by us and sworn to do 
otherwise, try to begin to take down the bars and add the 
seventh day to the six others for preying purposes.” 

Working men and women and God’s poor are not de- 
ceived. 

They know that to propose to open moving pictures 
Sunday and charge admission to those who do not receive 
sufficient wages during the week to pay for bread and 
clothes, is farcical. 

They know that the proposal is made neither for the 
sake of God’s poor, nor for working men and women, but 
simply and purely to get money from the public by unlaw- 
fully compelling employees to work on the Sabbath day. 

we women know and will not stand 
for it. 

On the contrary, some are saying it is the effort—the 
inevitable effort—to force in further the wedge which en- 
tered when cigar stands and the like were permitted to 
remain open. 

They, too, are unlawful. 

An injwnction or a mandamus here might be very wel- 
come to the men working for wages behind the counters. 

Then, too, for the sake of rich and poor, while we do 
not need moving picture shows open on Sunday, a censor 
for these shows on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, Friday: and Saturday is sorely needed. 

And for the sake of poor girls, some of these vaude- 
ville (so called) houses need careful watching. 

Instead of considering ways to permit them to violate 
the law Sundays in Atlanta, there is a growing sentiment 
here to demand that they be properly regulated and 
watched during the week. 

Unsavory stories are about. 

Rest and recreation for God’s children on the Sabbath? 

They should have both. 

But consider Christ here and His custom. 

A day long ago, He came to Nazareth, His boyhood 
home. 

He entered, AS HIS CUSTOM WAS, into the Syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath day and stood up to read.” 

And He read: 

“The spirit of the Lord is upon me. 

“Because He appointed me to preach good tidings to 

poor. _ 

‘He hath sent me to proclaim release to the captives. 

“And recovering of sight to the blind. 

“To set at liberty them that are bruised. 

“To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord.” 

He closed the book and added: 

‘Today hath this scripture been fulfilled in your ears.” 

And those who heard Him would not believe; they had 
known Him as a boy; they tried to kill Him. 

But out in the world the “good tidings” of the Car- 
penter of Nazareth reached the ears of the working peo- 
ple—the poor. 

THEY HEARD HIM GLADLY. 

Those who crucified Him, dared not attack Him open- 
ly for fear of the multitude; they found a Judas to betray 
Him under the shadow of night and without the city walls. 

JUDAS DID IT WITH A KISS. 

And prominent citizens of Jerusalem, acting for the 
public good so they said, caused His death; they misled 
and deceived the multitude into choosing lawless Barabbas 
instead of Him. 

But that will not happen today. 

The toilers and workers of the world are reco {nizing 
their King. 

When one like Hector Denis, of the Belgian Council 
of Labor, says: 

“Man has a new right—the right to leisure and rest— 
as well as work. The history of labor legislation can be 
given in two words: The right to rest is inherent in man’s 
physiological structure. From this follows the social need 
to do away with the exhaustion resulting from overwork 
and to conserve working power--the most precious pos- 
session of a nation. 

Science traces out a

path for the modern law 
maker, 

The man who knows his Bible, says the “right” is 
not “new,” neither has the path been unmarked hereto- 
fore. 

In the second chapter of Genesis, the seventh day of 
Rest was made an institution. 

Moses embodied it in the written law. 

From the beginning, God taught man by His Word, as 
well as by Man’s nature, his need for rest. 

Like most of the blessings which he has received 
from God, man has again and again seemed bent upon 


throwing away this one—the right to rest one day if seven. 
JESUS SAVED IT FOR US WHEN HE SAID: 


“The Sabbath was made for man, and not man for the 
Sabbath.” 

That was .‘good news” to the poor and to the toilers. 

But Satan, baffled in his effort to destroy this prin- 
ciple—the day of rest and recuperation for man—by load- 
ing it with forms and ceremonies, that made it a day of 
torture, straightway started other tactics. 

Their result is seen today. 

When Jesus said: “The Sabbath was made for man,” 
He was not giving you the right to make men and women 
work for you seven days out of seven. 

Far otherwise. 

He both said and showed what He meant when He 
healed the man with the withered hand. 

He asked: “It is lawful on the Sabbath day to do good 
or to do harm? To-save life or to kill?” 

They would not answer. 

Y8u will say that it is lawful! to do good—to save a life 
on the Sabbath day. 

And if you heard Campbell Morgan a few nights ago, 
in your heart of hearts, you are confessing: 

“If Iam not doing good, I am inevitably doing harm.” 

“If I am not saving or helping to save a life, I am in- 
evitably sharing in destroying it.” 

THERE IS NO MIDDLE GROUND. 

“You cannot serve both God and Mammon.” 

“The Sabbath was made for man.” 

But it was not so “made” by God to enable one man, 
two men or a dozen men by working their employees on 
that day of rest to impose hardship upon the employees, and 
thereby gain a fancied financial advantage over other men 
who are unwilling to take from laborers—from workers— 
that which is lawfully theirs—one day in seven for rest. 

Not a new discovery. 

Our fathers recognized the principle and embodied it in 
our laws and ordinances. 

The resolutions recently adopted by the Ministers of 
the Evangelical Churches of Atlanta express it. 

THEY SAID: 

“Whereas, the Ordinances of the City of Atlanta pro- 
vide: 

“That any merchant, billiard table or ten-pin alley 
keeper, or other dealer, who shall keep open doors on the 
Sabbath day, or trade or traffic on that day; and any per- 
son who shall do work or in any wise labor, or cause work 
to be done on the Sabbath day (except it be works of ne- 
nessity), shall be fined or imprisoned. 

“And, Whereas, the laws of the State of Georgia pro- 
vide: 

“That any person who shall pursue his business or 
the works of his ordinary calling on the Lord’s day (works 
of necessity or charity only excepted), shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. - 

“And, Whereas, these ordinances and laws are the ex- 
pression of the will and desire of our City and State to 
obey the will of our Father and Maker that all men, women 
and children should have one day in seven for rest. 

“And, Whereas, men and women should not be called 
upon to labor for the purpose of making money for them- 
selves or for others, namely, their employers, on the Sab- 
bath day, whether their trade be that of exhibiting moving 
pictures or playing bal!, or other works. 

“Be is resolved, Thi. we, the Ministers of the Evan- 
gelical Churches of Atlanta, believe that it is only neces- 
sary to call these ordinances and the law to the attentiow 
of the Police Board and our Chief of Police to end any 
thought of the possibility of operating places for gain, and 
thereby compelling employees to work in the City of At- 
lanta (unless the work be one of necessity or charity) up- 
on the Sabbath day—God’s day of rest.” 

Recognizing the right of the majority to govern, our 
fathers also provided a way in which the major'ty’s will 
should be expressed. 

COUNCIL, within certain limits, can voice that will 
where City Ordinances are concerned. 

THE LEGISLATURE has the power where State 
Laws are in question. 

But— 

NO ONE MAN can make or unmake our laws. 

Above the Mayor, the Police Board and Chief Beavers, 
are these laws, which expressly prevent their doing any- 
thing other than obey them. 


Without doubt all of these officials have been advised — 


by City Attorney Mayson and his assistant, W. D. Ellis, 
Jr., that they cannot permit moving picture shows and the 
like for gain on the Sabbath day. 

Assistant City Attorney, W. D. Ellis, Jr., has advised 
us that the Supreme Court has already passed upon the 
question and settled it in the case of Fichtenberg vs. the 
City of Atlanta, 126 Georgia, Page 62; moving picture 
shows for profit cannot be operated Sundays in Atlanta 
under the existing ordinances. 

Neither the Police Board nor the Chief of Police can 
alter the laws of the State of Georgia and the Ordinances 
of the City of Atlanta to meet the wishes of the Mayor's 
Secretary, who appears as the representative of the Moving 
Picture Shows.

On referring to my weather record I 
find that we have not—in and about 
Griffin—had an excess of rain over 
and above what might have been reas- 
cnably expected. In Yanuary there fell 
Only 2.33 inches of rain, while the 
everage for many years (seventeen 
vears, according to my record) for Jan- 
uary was 3.91 inches. In February the 
amount was 5.06 inches against an 


_ average of 5.91 Inches for that shortest 
e month of 


the year, during the above 
named period. Perhaps it is not gen- 
erally Known that February and Au- 
gust rival each other in the favor of 
Jupiter Pluvius. February, although 
the! shortest, averaging 5.91 and Au- 
gust 5.86 inches. 

In January there was plenty of “open 
weather. The heaviest day’s rainfall 
during the month was only 0.96 (Jan- 
uary 26) inches. There were only nine 
favs on which rain fell at all and most 
ef the fall was made up of compara- 
tively light showers and drizzles. Now 
not all, but some farmers I have 
known, are too easily persuaded that 
“the ground is too wet to plow this 
morning,’ after a hasty shower, or a 
longer continued drizzle in the night. 
Of «ourse aS a general rule the soil 
should not be disturbed when it Is 
wet. But how wet must it be to 
5s. "too wet?” Almost any One may 
tell’ before the plow has opened a 
furrow ten feet long. But that is a 
test’ of only that particular soil, or 
acré, and may hardly apply to the en- 
tire field, much less to the entire farm. 
It often too wet to plow in one 
place and set the ground in fairly 
good plowing condition 20% or 300 
vards away, or in an adjoining field, 
or slubble land, or fresh lands, or 
sandy land. 

Again it is often, 
wet to plow deeper 
four inches, but in fairly 
tion. Sometimes, indeed, it is too wet 
to the. depth of one-half inch, and get 
in good plowing condition beyond that 
depth. This is a condition in which 
onlv a few hours, or over night, will 
sufficient to bring the soil into con-

of knowing “how much it rained.”

H. A. Middlebrooks, Chipley, Ga.—!I 
have 12 acres that was sowed in peas 
last year and vines cut off for hay. 
In November I broke it 12 to 14 inches 
deep with disc plow; in February |!
